HORRIFYING SUGGESTION, 

“When potato seed in California is no 
longer good we bring in Oregon seed and 
the second year after it is acclimated there 
is a fine crop of potatoes.” Such is the 
argument advanced by George Shima. prest- 
dent of the Japanese Association of Amer- 
ica, in favor of interracial marriages be- 
tween American girls and Japanese men, as 
the solution of the Japanese problem in 
California. Mr. Shima was testifying be- 


fore the Congress commission which is in 


vestigating the nature and the extent of 
the Japanese peaceful invasion of Califor 
nia. His cynically frank 
discloses the Japanese situation here in all 
its sinister nudity. 

Shima has made millions out of this in- 
dustria] invasion and he has visions of a 
Pacific Coast populated and controlled by 
a mongrel race, half white and balf yel- 


low. As president of the Japanese Asso 


ciation of America he speaks with authority 
of the aspirations of his people in regard 
to California. According to his view the 
era of picture brides is approaching its 
term. The Japanese in California shall 
seek wives in the future, not in Japan, but 
among the daughters of the white residents 
of the State. 


The Times is not inclined to censure 


Shima—the prefix “George” is simply ap- 
propriated, as he would have his people ap- 
propriate our girls—for his testimony serves 
to clarify the Japanese problem. He has 
stated the problem in terms that all Amer- 
Jeans can understand. It is the aim of the 
Japanese to make an experiment of the fu- 
sion of the white and yellow races. 

If Shima and his countrymen were stu- 
dents of biology they would know the con- 
sequence of such intermarriages. When 
the individuals of two widely differing races 
cohabit their children often possess. the 
vices of both races and the virtues of nei- 
ther. Nature has placed a barrier between 
the races. Whenever blood fusion is at- 
tempted degeneracy results. In many in- 
stances the children of such fusion have 
been sterile. The experience of interracial 
fusion in the South is familiar to every 
American; yet there is a greater pbysical 
affinity between the white and black races 
than the white and yellow. 

It is not enough that the best agricultural 
lands of California have passed into the 
hands of the Japanese, we are now asked 
to give our daughters in marriage to the 
slant-eyed subjects of the Mikado! Califor- 
nia is to be turned into a propagating sta- 
tion of a hybrid among races. That ths 
Japanese should have contemplated such a 
thing as possible seems unbelievable. The 
monstrosity of it paralyzes the emotions. 
Yet to doubt it is to doubt the testimony 


of the president of the Japanese Associa- 


tion of America, given under oath before a 
special committee of the Housé of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Shima was aware that the idea would be 
repellant to the white residents of Califor- 
nia. There, may be objections now,” he 
testified, “but 100 years‘ffom now we will 
look back upon it as all right.“ The “we” 
of a hundred years from now would be a 
race of degenerates if the coalescing which 
Shima and his associates contemplate with 
such unmoral serenity were to take place. 
There is an Arab maxim to the effect that, 
if the camel once gets his nose under the 
tent, the hump will follow after. . 

Intermittent blood fusion between races 
has taken place in history where two peo- 
ples of opposite color came into contact. 
But the children of such fusion have gen- 
erally been social outcasts. Sterility has 
generally intervened to stamp out the breed. 
The white races of Europe and the yellow 
races of Asia have come into contact 
through territorial invasions; but intermar- 
riage produced such baneful mora! effects

We have known something heretofore 
concerning the psychology and the moral 


and social customs of the Japanese. but rot 
much. Careful invéstigators have te:ported 
that Japanese honor did not extend to phys- 
ical relations between men and women: 
but their conclusions have been so repel- 
lant to American ideas of womanhood and 
motherhood that we have declined. to give 
them credence. Shimhk has removed our 
last doubts. The Japanese regard blood 
fusion simply as a physical problem: they 
look upon it in the same light as propagat- 
ing a new species of potato.

We have persistently judged the Japanese 
according to American social and moral 
standards. We have sought to put an An- 
glo-Saxon brain into a Japanese skull. We 
have forgotten that a sea voyage brings a 
change of climate and environment, but 
does not affect hereditary instincts. What 
answer shall the fathers and mothers of 
America make to this propaganda for a 
mixture of the white and yellow races? 
The very suggestion makes one's blood al- 
ternately boil and run cold. The compla 
cency with which it is suggested intensi- 
fies the menace. 

Shima was supported in his proposed so- 
lution of the Japanese problem by other 
members of the Japanese association. They 
see nothing wrong in the suggestion. It is 
unfair to condemn them by American stand- 
ards; for the same law of nature that pre- 


vents a successful fusion of the races com- 


pels them to regard the problem from the 
oriental point of view. 

Their attitude discloses the terrible men- 
ace of a mingling of the white and yellow 
races in California. It furnishes an unan- 
swerable argument for turning beck the 
Japanese peaceful invasion at every na- 
tional boundary line and port 6f entry. The 
Times believes that the testimony now he.

UGENTE AS A WORT) FIGURE. 

The lady who has just passed away 
at the advanced age of 94 was at one time 
the leading feminine figure in the civilized 
world. Exactly fifty yaare ago, in the fate- 
ful month of July, the Emperor Napoleon’s 
power was apparently at its zenith. In 
most things Frénch ideas and fashions led 
the world. As a military nation the French 
were supposed to be in. th So 
good a critic as Matthew Arnold Rad de- 
clared (in 1866) that, of course, in real 
fighting ability, one Frenchman was worth 
three Germans. In architecture—witness 


all our buildings of that period, the old. 


Baker block in Los Angeles, for instance, or 
the antiquated brick buildings of the State 
University at Berkeley—in costumes, in 
manners we copied the French. But this 
era passed away with the overthrow at 
Sedan, and France entered upon a long 
period of purgation and semi-effacement. 
The whole process has been brilliantly and 
succinctly told in “The PENTECOST OF 
CALAMITY,” by a Californian author, Owen 
Wister, one of the bright literary products 
of the Great War. 

Imperial France of the sixties had her 
vision of world dominance. It was a French- 
man, De Lesseps, who launched the project 


of the Suez Canal and brought the scheme 


to glorious completion. In November, 1869, 
the hand of Eugenie, as Empress of the 
French, turned the handle that united the 
waters of the European Mediterranean Sea 
and the Asiatic Red Sea. The empire had 
at that time a mercantile marine that in 
many ways competed with the British. The 
ocean liners of the Messageries Maritimes, 
with headquarters at Marseilles, sailed on 
every one of the seven seas; and were ad- 
mirably run and furnished. During the 
seventies, indeed, they were more popular 
with Englishmen going to and from Japan 
than the British Peninsular and Oriental— 
Kipling’s P. 4 0.“ France was also de- 
termined to found an eastern empire in 
Siam. In every way she was the world 
rival of Great Britain, and in some lines of 
activity peculiarly British she seemed to be 
distancing her rival. 

This rivalry ceased with the supreme dis- 
aster of Sedan and German world activities 
replaced it. Within less than thirty years 
German liners, excellently equipped, were 
forming a network over the whole globe, 
where in the time of the French Empire 
only the French tricolor was to be seen 
by the side of the Union Jack. The im- 
portance of the Messageries Maritimes 
waned, like a host of other outside activi- 
ties, and France finally became the friend 


and intimate associate of her quondam bit- 


ter opponent. Fugenie herself found 4 quiet 
haven of refuge in England, and her only 
son, the Prince Imperial, became an officer 
in the British army. His tragic death at 
the early age of 23, ont in South Africa, 
fighting the Zulus, closed the future of Na- 
poleonism. In the Prince of Wales, after- 
wards Edward VII, she had a warm friend 
and admirer who knew and loved France 
almost like a Frenchman: a genial anc very 
practical answer to his mother's somewhat 
too emphatic Germanism. 

Many of the projects brought to fruition 
by the alert Frenchmen of the empire in- 
ured to the benefit of Britain. One of these 
was the Suez Canal. The friction that re- 
sulted from the disappointment to French- 
men was astutely used for her own pur 
poses by Berlin, and the Fashoda incident 
of 1898 almost resulted in a Franco-British 
war. But happily the crisis passed and, 
with the succession to the throne of Edward 
VIL, three years later, France and England 
began to understand one another as never 
before in history. Eugenle welcomed the 
change; and it has been her lot to see 
France again resume the hegemony of Fu- 
rope. The British Empire, for which her

loved son gave up his life, and the French 
republic are today controlling the destinies 
of mankind; at least outside of the west- 
ern continents. .. 


HE MERRY-GO-ROUND, 


They are indulging in another little 


revolution down in Bolivia. In that country 
the most exciting sport is guessing at the 
nation’s boundary line and the man who 
comes nearest has the right to start the 
next revolution. Bolivia is an inland re- 
public, entirely surrounded by graftera. 
She is bounded on the north and east by 
Brazil; south by Paraguay and Argentina 
and west by Chile and Peru. When she 
flirts with Peru in the hope of gaining an 
outlet to the Pacific the pro-Chilean crowd 
start a revolution and oust the government. 
Whenever they have a revolution in Peru 
or Chile the successful warriors will go forth 
and cave in the Bolivian boundary another 
rod or two. When the Bolivians have a 
revolution they go out and press it back. 
What Bolivia needs is a rubber band for a 
boundary: line. Then it could ‘stretch to 
satisfy the conditions of the moment. This 
would enable each revolution to retain its 
prestige until the next sun-up. Map-makers 
in Bolivia have to be ambidextrous. They 
must be able to work with both hands to. 
keep up with the revolutions. ‘The size 
of the country fluctuates like the thermom- 
eter. In one year the area has shrunk from 
703,633 to 515,156 square miles and then 
back to 640,226 square miles. Bolivia fs 
not exactly a country. It's a merry-go- 
round. However, there is one advantage. 
Bolivia doesn’t have to spend a billion dol- 
lars for a navy. She can give it all to the 
army. Bolivia once had a battleship, but 
having no plage to put it, the ship was 
finally sold to somebody who wanted to 
use it in the fis business. But it Bolivia 
gets a seaport she will want her navy back. 


| LONGEVITY AND SENILITY. 

Half or more of the senility in the world 
may be traced to unresisting. yielding to a 
fiction that years are the measure of age: 
half of the aged men and women in tha 
world could be impeached for bringing upon 
themselves by conrent the infirmities which 


set upon them the marks of decline. 
stead of dodging the scythe of Time they 


stand resignedly in the grim old reaper's 


path. He cannot be blamed for cutting 
them down. 

The sound constitution is not as essen- 
tial as the couragecus mind. Many men 
and women of weak constitution, have lived 
to advanced age, the mind dominating and 
sustaining the body. Calm temperament is 
the greatest factor in longevity. The per 
son who regards himself a borrower [of 
time] must worry over an indebtedness 
which does not exist, which could got be 
established in ahy court of law; and every- 
one who has signed such a hond ought to 
repudiate it and win the commendation of 
all courageous souls. 

Here are a few facts which are commend 
ed to the consideration of all those wha 
measure life in years: Sir Isaac “Newton 
lived to the age of 83 and gave proof of his 
intellectual vigor to his dying day. Walter 
Savage Landor wrote his “Imaginary Con- 
versations” at 85 and Jived seven vears 
after. John Wesley swayed multitndes with 
his eloquence up to he age of 88; Wash- 
ington Irving worked at his “Life of Wash 
ington” in his 79th year: Browning was 
nearly 80 before he ceased to write; Ten- 
nyson composed “Crossing the Bar” at 82.

The League of American Pen- 
women launched into a daz#ling and 
hazardous adventure last April whea 
they published the first isrue of a 
new magazine entitled “The Pen- 
woman.“ Dazzling’ because its con- 


tributors will be exclusively mem- 
bers of the league, strictly feminine, 
and every one of the several thow 
sand members anticipate the glory 
of appearing in its pages; and haz 
ardoug because it will naturally 
stand before the world as the best 
the pick of us can produce—danger- 
ously tangible evidence of that 
“powerful factor in the encourage- 
ment df superior standards of work 
among all groups of writer folk“ 
which the -league’s prospectus sets 
forth as its main object. 

„Pen women' is a euphonious title 
for us, albeit a bit old-fashioned, be- 


cause most of ua who expect to at. 


tract the amiable consideration of 
editors tap a typewriter nowadays. 
Attracting the amiable attention cf 
editors is our chief interest in life— 
and they are mostly male. That is 
why that magazine venture is prcu- 
liarly hazardous—published by wom- 
en, edited by women, written by 
wemen and obviously exposing for 
all to see a concrete example of 
the league's idea of literary perfec- 
tion and public interest. If it is uot 
something peculiarly brilliant, orig- 
inal, dashing, interesting, compel- 
ling, technically correct and indubi- 
tably well-informed it is going to be 
mighty bad advertising. It will be 
read with keen criticism—if we can 
get it read at all. 

The league claims to be strictly 
professional, membership beirg con- 
ceded upon paid work. Wherefcre 
we rather fancy ourselves euiding 
spirits of the nation and all that 
sort of thing. There is nothirg 
trade-unionist about us, no horrid 
propaganda for strikes for higher 
pay and less work. The league 
stands chiefly for uplift — upilfting 
cur hopes, our standards anu every- 
body’s standards. And that maga- 
zine is going to be our outward and 
visible evidence of superiority. As 
the editor’s foreword remarks. “a 
medium of expression for its mem- 
bers, believing that by the concen- 
tration and combining of the taleat 
o its members, its power aud use- 
fulness in the renewal and recon- 
struction of the thought and Iife of 
the nation during these days of unt 
versal upheaval would therely be 
strengthened and vitalized.” 

So far, so good. But a magazine 
is a magazine and an organimation 
bulletin is something else altogeth- 
er. But so far “the Penwoman” iz 
mostly the latter, witha few 
ampte articles thrown 
ing to be highly interesting to many 
members of the league, but it isn't 
going to make much of a public ap- 
peal. If it ts to be taken up chiefly 
with -cosy little news items about 
auxiliary meetings, hopes aad fears 
it isn’t going to be much of a “vital- 


izing power and influence” ia the 


thought and life of the nation.” Just 
like any other organization publica- 
tion, it is in danger of being chiefly 
about ourselves—and that is just 
what a magazine edited and writ 
ten by professional women writers 
should not be. It savors altogether 
too much of the “talented amateur.” 
An organization publication is al! 
right—but not if it claims to be a 
public magazine of “‘vitalizing power 
and influence in the thought and 
life of the nation.” 

I am frankly disappointed in that 
first issue. There are one or two 
good things by such writers as Ag- 
nes Repplier and Ruth Comfort 
very much 
more organization stuff. reading Uke 
tame club reports, anent the numer. 
ous auxiliaries and personal 4eacrip- 
tions of the officers and editore. The 
sort of stuff the daily papers print 
on the woman’s page on Sunday to 
flatter and give publicity to the wor- 
thy little activities of various wom- 
er’s societies, interesting only to 
those little organizations. 

Vet the country is full of — 2 
women writers doing public work, 
and most of them are members of 
the league. Our interests are wide 
and broad, our talents varied and 
extensive. Of all women, profes- 
sional writers of any worth-while 
standing cannot be parochial and 
self-centered. I don't like to think 
of Agnes Repplier, Ruth Comfort 
Mitchell, Mary Roberts Rinehart. 
Edna Ferber and such distinguished 
members of the league as merely the 
big frogs in some little auxiliary 
puddle—certainly not in connection 
with their published work. When 
one considers how brilliant and oriz- 
mal that magazine could be and 
then discovers what it actually is, it 
is to weep that the League of Amer- 
ican Penwomen should be merely 
producing a glorified ciuo duletin. 
It it is intended to be a counterpart 
of the Women’s Club Federation 
“Clubwoman,” it is a very good 
counterpart. Rut ff it is intended 
to be a new and Influential national 
magazine, it is a milk-and-water fiz 
zle.
